Welsh Ponies. 


HERE is always a‘tone in the 
‘term “ Welsh.” Why is it? A 
Welsh pony is almost sure to be a 
real good one. Yet, in all Wales, 

is there, or, rather, ever was there, 
till, quite recently a type or set of 
characteristics that could guide the 
tyro or the uninitiated in “ picking 
up” a good Welsh pony? Their 
only united point is quality. In 
size the good ones may vary from 

11 .to 15. hands, and in frame 
and bone from a slim pari: | - 
bred toʻa Sufolk Punch, and yet the best quality 
is sure to be there. If one could picture a sire for 
Welsh ponies, one would draw such a pattern as below— 
Yet I challe: g» anyone to show me such a sire in all Wales 
as now, or of tate, being in common use publicly for pony 
breeding. There are innate qualities that make those 
stoutest and best of cobs; those boys’ hunters that can go 
all day and never say nay; those polo hacks and tandem 
leaders and wheelers that go with such nerve and dash, and 
that still never shy or stumble or take the bit into their

teeth. They are strong in the shoulder and back, neat in 
the head, with enduring legs and feet, and they are most sure- 
footed. They are never lame in the feet, and they seldom 
fail in the wind. Buyers who wish to make a bit by Welsh

Go to the Fairs at Lampeter, Carmarthen, 
Talgarth, 

and such centres, and buy them in the rough at the 

auctions. Six or seven pounds each for a score or so may 

turn into sixty or seventy pounds each for a few of the 

very best of the score, and the very worst will pay for the 

outlay made over them. 


Rational Turkey Rearing. 

Given fertile turkey’s eggs and hen turkeys that are keen 
to sit and brood, it is possible to rear to maturity a young 
turkey from every egg. I am not given to making such 
strong assertions as that without being ready with strong 
proof ; and I may further add that my proof is of the most 
recent. In April of this year I 


Sat Three Hen Turkeys on Forty-two 
Turkey’s Eggs, 
and I had the fortune or luck to have every egg hatched 
out. Not a delicate chick was there. I added to the 
broods a few strong Plymouth Rock chickens to teach and 
encourage the young turkeys to feed, and I gave these 
broods my own personal care, and saw every feed of green 
onions, chopped egg and biscuit meal and grit made up 
for and given to them. They were fed a little at a time— 
every two hours at first. Gradually, four feeds a day 
b came the order. For two months this care was devoted, 
and at the end of that time the forty-two young turkeys 
were alive and doing well. My plan of housing them hada 
lot to do with their well-being. This structure is well worth

studying. To complete it for night use for small turkeys 
there should be a foot wide strip of sheet iron, or of thin 
matched boards battened together to go all round the 
bottom of the outer run to keep the young birds in and to 
stop cutting draughts along the ground. A further aid is 
a loose covering of tarpaulin or waterproof canvas to spread 
over and tie down above the outer run on wet days. Each 
of the three hen turkeys had a coop and run like this to 
herself from the first. The whole structure was moved to 
a fresh patch of clean turf every day, and the draught- 
boards were kept up for the first few days. Then the young 
chicks were allowed to get out through the mesh wire and 
to peck and wander within an enclosed field as they liked.

Andalusians Laying Well. 


Reply to “Suffolk.” —Your statement and figures prove 
that Andalusians are grand layers. It is instructive to 
know that yours lay so well without “‘stimulants.’? Many 
breeds seem to do well only under stimulation. 


For a Leghorn—Andalusian Cross. 


“ Bridgenorth.” —I think you should re-introduce pure 
blood. Try a buff Leghorn cock. Ihave none to sell. 


Over-Manuring. 

“WwW, W.” has done sufficient for stimulative feeding. 
In future top-dress the trees and bushes with long manure 
in spring. Prune the long growths hard back in winter. 

Butchers’ Prices. 

“ Fairplay ” and “James F. Ball” think they hit me 
rather hard about the profits butchers make. I do not 
wish to infer that it is the butcher who gets all the profits. 
But as I can at this minute buy Welsh lambs at below 34d. 
per lb., and as Welsh lamb is selling in London and else- 
where at 10d. and upwards (any reader can prove or 
contradict that), somebody gets a good profit! Only a week 
or two ago my respected fellow-contributor, ‘* Marguerite,” 
mentioned the price of legs of Welsh mutton—namely, 6 1b. 
for 8s.! If she or any of my readers will visit some of 
the South Wales fairs and markets just now they can buy 
healthy mountain lambs (the sweetest of all meat) at from 
8s. to 10s. each. These lambs will kill out clear of: offal at 
25 Ib. to 301b. each, and if there is not a clear 50 per cent. 
profit on that, let me have the sack, as ‘ Fairplay ” (?) 
suggests. The factis, town butchers know very little about 
what is going on in remote parts of the country. And few 
of them are enterprising enough, or have ready money 


enough, to speculate in a railway truck load or two | 


of Welsh lambs. Let me give J. F. Ball one of 


9 stone : multiply the stones by two and count the result in 
pounds as so many pounds per quarter. Thus a 
9 stone sheep will make 18 lb. per quarter. Its offal will

A Formidable New British Indian Expedi- 
tion is being actively organised by the Commander-in-Chief, 
General Sir George White, to settle the hash of the Afridis 
and other rebellious tribes which inhabit. the mountains 
separating Indiafrom Afghanistan, Reuter’s Bombay corre- 
spondent telegraphed last Tuesday morning: ‘‘ The tribes- 
men who oceupied the Kohat Pass have dispersed,and Colonel 
Gordon’s relief column is to continue its march through the 
pass.’ The Central News’ Bombay representative added : 
** Preparations for the exemplary punishment of the Afridis 
are proceeding without cessation. It has been resolved 
that the work shall be thoroughly done, and the prepara- 
tions are therefore upon an extensive scale. The objective 
of the main punitive force will be the very heart of the 
Afridi country, at Tirah. The military authorities expect 
that the expedition will be in a ition to start from“ 
Kohat in a fortnight’s time. Part of the Malakhand force 
may be able to join in the march against the Afridis. The 
Bonerwals’ submission appears to be quite sincere, and 
they remain so quiet that their conquerors can be easily 
spared for other employment. The ition of affairs 
generally on the frontier may be said to have improved, for

most of the Afridis have Sya to their villages for 
some reason or other, and of the numerous sections of the 
Orakzais only the Doulatzai clan has shown active 
hostility against us so far. The company of the Royal

The Lundi Kotal Engagement was thus officially 
described in Lord Elgin’s telegram to the India Office, 
dated Aug. 28 (Saturday last): ‘‘ Aslam Khan, political 
officer in the Khyber, gives the following account of Lundi 
‘Kotal defence : Garrison consisted of 370 Khyber Rifles, 
composed of 70 Lwargai Shinawaris, in whose limits Lundi 
Kotal is situated ; 180 Zakha and Matikdin Khel Afridis 
and Malligoris, 40 Peshawaris, 25 Shilmani Mohmands, 
28 Adam ‘Khel Afridis from Kohat Pass, and 25 unarmed 
recruits, Manshis, ete. The Shinwaris Jemadar wis 
wounded, and his tribesmen then desérted. The rest of 
the garrison fired on them as they ran to their villages. 


*“Jemadar Mursil, Commanding, was Shot 
Dead in Repelling an Assault, in which some of 
the attacking party had penetrated into the enclosure. 
The defence after that became disorganised. The gate was 
treacherously opened. Men of Zakha and Matikden and 
Adam Khel fraternised with the attacking force. Six 
Peshawaris have been taken prisoners, and a few have 
come to Jamrud without their rifles. Aslam Khan is 
certain that, from first to last of the fight, the Khyber 
Rifles have not lost more than ten killed and wounded, 
whereas they are said to have inflicted a loss of 250 killed 
on their assailants. 


“ Aslam Khan Has Disarmed and Granted 
Leave to all Khyber Rifles at Jamrud, except 
Kuki Khel. In Kohat direction, raiding party of Daulatzai 
Orakzais, having attacked, from Ublan Pass, the Muham- 
madzai Police post, on night of 26th, were followed up on 
27th by a force under General Yeatman Biggs, who took 
Ublan Pass and drove off the raiders.. The border posts of 
Lakai and Saifaldarra, on the east of Samana, were 
attacked on 27th, and relieved by movable column at 
Hangu, garrison withdrawn. The border post of Shinwari, 
on south-east of Samana, was attacked on night of 26th by 
Ali Sherzais, Ali Khels, and Manizais. Attack repulsed.” 


. The Stiff Fight at Muhammadzai.—Telegraph- 
ing home on Sunday last, the Viceroy of India added : 
“ Reports from Kohat state that the enemy having attacked 
the frontier police post of Muhammadzai, Brigadier-General 
Yeatman Biggs, accompanied by political officer, advanced 
with the following rere ok 2nd Punjab Infantry, two 
companies of the 1st Battalion Royal Scots Fusiliers, battery 
Field Artillery, and the squadron of 3rd Punjab Cavalry.

The Capture of Ali Musjid Fort by the 
Treacherous Afridis (who have for years received 
subsidies from the Indian Government for the task of safe- 
guarding the Khyber Pass) renders two of our centre 
Illustrations of peculiar interest. These fierce mountain 
warriors, faithfully portrayed in Mr. R. Caton Wood- 
ville’s drawing, took. Fort Maude on Aug. 23, the 
garrison being fortunately saved; and on Aug. 25 
we learned that -the rocky fortified position, Ali 
Musjid, had fallen into the hands of the Afridis and been 
burnt. The behaviour of the little garrison of Khyber 
Riflemen, all of them Afridi tribesmen, was excellent. 
They fought their kinsmen as long as they were required to 
by ‘their chiefs, and retreated in good order to Jamrud. 
No exact figures can be given of the losses to the enemy 
in the Khyber Pass firing, but it is estimated that fifty 
Afridis were killed in their attacks upon Ali Musjid and 
Fort Maude. As soon as the garrison had cleared out of 
Ali Musjid the enemy swarmed into the place, and subse- 
quently destroyed the fort by fire. -The pass, which at its 
mouth is 450 ft. wide, is contracted at Ali Musjid to a width 
of only 40ft. A good idea of the mountainous nature 

; of the Khyber Pass is afforded by our Engraving of 
jan historic meeting beneath the frowning and lofty 
| Fort of Ali Musjid. It is about 190 miles from Peshawar 
to Kabul (the Ameer of which reiterates his ignorance of 
the tribal risings) through the Khyber Pass, but this perilous 
and mountainous itself is but thirty miles long—a 
most difficult thirty miles to negotiate. Our Illustration 
of Ali Musjid was from sketches supplied by Major E. N. 
' Cavagnari, and shows the spot where the British Mission 
was turned back in 1878 by the then Afghan Commandant, 
| Faiz Mohammed Khan, in pursuance of the orders of 
| Shere Ali, the Afghan Ameer, whom it then became the 
duty of a well-led British-Indian Expedition to severely 
chastise. It is now necessary to repeat this salutary lesson—

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Colonel Gordon who; curiously enough, happened to be 
serving in China when General Gordon was there, Captain 
Gordon was one of the most experienced of Indian 
officers in frontier warfare. He had a noble record for 
services in the Afghan War under “ Fighting Bobs.” He 
was present at the forcing of the Shatargardan, at the stiff 
fighting round Kabul in 1879, also at the attack on Sherpur, 
and took part in the famous march of Lord Robe*ts’s small 
Army from Kabul to Kandahar, receiving for his prowess 
in war the medal, with two clasps, and the bronze decoi- 
ation. Captain Gordon also guve a good account of himself 
in the Marri Expedition, and would have been pretty certain 
to have won fresh distinction in the coming engagements on 
the Afghan frontier. He left a young widow and child in 
India to mourn his loss, with æ host of sorrowing friends and 
relatives in the Mother Country. Held im high favour by the 
lamented Captain Gordon were the eloquent lines in which 
Miss Caroline Stewart (‘‘Carleon’’) celebrated the heroic 
Afghan march of Lord Roberts and his men—

Lancashire Holds the County Cricket 
Championship. 


AILURE to avert defeat in their match 
against Somerset lost to Surrey, all chance 
of the championship, which seemed well 
within their grasp when, on Aug. 21, they 

succeeded in lowering the colours of Lancashire. 
The match at Taunton was’ played under those 
conditions which so often have the effect of 
levelling up two sides which otherwise would be 
unevenly balanced; but in this instance it might 
have been expected that Surrey would prove 
equal to the task of 211 runs, which Somerset set 
them for the last innings. . There was, however, 
just Å 


One Excuse for Surrey, 


namely, that an injury to Hayward prevented 
his being of any assistance from a comparatively 
early stage of the match. A mistake by Holland 
cost Surrey over fifty runs, and Brockwell’s 
wicket in the second innings was absolutely 
thrown away. It may be that both these blunders 
were in a measure due to over anxiety, seeing 
that so much depended upon the issue of the 
match. Anyhow, Surrey lost by 66 runs, and 
Lancashire were thus assured of championship 
honours. Moreover, it would be unfair to detract 
from the merit of the win, for Somerset played 
up most determinedly. Concerning the method 
of calculation by which 
The Championship 

is arrived at much dissatisfaction is expressed, 
Indeed, this has always-been the case, and it is 
difficult to see how this state of things is to be 
altered. Take the present season as an instance. 
Surrey have twice beaten Lancashire, the chum- 
pions ; the latter have twice beaten Somerset ; 
Somerset have twice beaten Surrey. How is it 
possible to arrive at a completely satisfactory 
method when such things happen? To make the 
championship dependent upon average results 
per wicket, as some suggest, is just as imperfect, 
for the simple reason that the plan does not take 
into consideration how such runs or wickets are 


obtained. 
Middlesex and Kent 


completed their programme with a match between 
themselves of uvery interesting character. Victory 
was deservedly achieved by Middlesex, the result 
of whose season is not adequately represented by 
actual figures. In point of merit the county 
should stand higher up the list. The same 
cannot be said of Kent, who have practically 
throughout the season displayed a weakness in 
batting.

who have, I am sorry to say, had a very poor 
season, winning but one of the fourteen matches 
they have played. ‘The highest score in the 
match was 43 by Captain Wynyard, who has 
been robbed of the pleasure of a visit to 
Australia in consequence of the troublesome 
times at present being experienced in India.
